T he 
citizens’ 
juvenile 
council 
plan which I w rote about recently 
is im portant. U nder this plan chil­ 
dren and their parents m eet w ith 
these councils on the recom m en­ 
dation of the police and school a u­ 
thorities. Only youths w'ho adm it 
their 
offenses 
appear 
before 
; councils. They are not courts and 


j do not pass on the guilt or inno­ 
cence of anyone. 
R egardless of the crim inal rec­ 
ord of the juvenile he should m eet 
w’ith the council, even though he 
m ust go to jail. The council may 
learn of conditions which are pre ­ 
paring a bro ther or sister or other 
child in the com m unity for a life 
of crime. It will take steps to cor­ 
rect the und erm ining influences. 
As to youths w ho go to pri-son, 
citizen advisers are appointed to 
build their m orals while in prison, 
and to aid their readjustm ent to 
the com m unity upon their return. 
A citizens’ juvenile council spo n ­ 
sored by the Pasadena, Cal., club 
of Jun io r C ham ber of Com m erce 
is doing a fine job. The Lions club 
at El Monte, Cal., reduced juve ­ 
nile delinquency with its council 
plan by over 90 per cent in 24 
months. 
The F ederal B ureau of Investi­

the time was too short to arriv e at 
the proper amounts for the dif­ 
ferent departments of the state. If 
the members would come to Lin­ 
coln with a dev out purpose as to 
expenditures it would be doing 
what the people expect of them. 
Cut the introduction of bills down 
to one-third of prev ious sessions 
and giv e them a thorough going 
ov er. After the first month of ses­ 
sion, the appropriations commit­ 
tee should set apart one day a 
week for all of the members of 
the body to sit in and hear the 
reports 
gathered 
to that date. 
Then they would be informed as 
to the progress made and not wait 
until the last day of the session 
and issue a blank check to so 
many departments.
